A YEAR AND A HALF 
OF BIRD BANDING 
(June 1933 to January 1935) 


On May 29, 1933 the Bureau 
of Biological Survey granted 
me permit No. 4998, Since 
then I have been operating ;a 
banding station, only on week- 
ends, at Sherman, Missouri. Up 


to January 1, 1935 I have 
banded 149 birds of twenty- 
four species, During this 


time I had a total of 152 re- 
peats, that is birds which 
were already banded but re- 


turned to the traps,

less than thirty-one song 
birds oy actual count, the 
majority of which were robins, 
bluebirds, and catbirds.

To learn to ide 
readily the studean eeds keen 
eyes and ears, an era glass 
or field glasg, a n@tebook and 
pencil, a pocket key or a 
handbook with cojored illus- 
trations, and some training in 
cereful observatiog. 

Size, shape, andfcolor must 
be noted carefullyjin order to 
identify birds. t will be 
difficult at firgt to judge 
the size in incites, but you 
may compare it with certain 
common and well-known birds. 
You may have a acale of sizes, 
beginaing with the Yellow War- 
bler or Chipping S»varrow, and 
reading like this: Chivping 
Sparrow, Song Sparrow, Blue- 
bird, Catbird, Robin, Dove, 
and Crow. Obscrve these birds 
very carefully and make sure 
of the size of each. Find the 
length of these birds in inch- 
es. It wiil be a simple mat- 
ter to determine the length of 
all other birds by comparison. 

Next the shape of the bird 
is an important fector. Is 
the bird slim or stout? Since 
birds can raise or lower their 
feathers at will, some allow- 
ance must be made regarding 
the way the feathers are car- 
ried. Birds appear plumper on 
cold days than they do on the 
warm days. The shape of the 
bill must also be noted. It 
is an importent factor in de- 
termining the family to which 
the bird belongs. 

The color of the bird is 
exceptionally importent since 
it is a feature which may be 
readily observed as a rule. 
It is best to note the colors 
on the back of the bird first. 
They are usually the most voro- 


ify birds 


nounced. Then take into con- 
sideration the side of the 
bird. Note any streaks or 


peculiar merkings that may be 
seen. Observe also the under 
side of the bird. liany birds 
possess distinguishing marks 
{(continaed next column) 
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which make identification com- 
paratively easy. Note where 
these marks are and fix them 
firmly in your mind. They 
often decide identity at a 
glance. 

Continuous alertness is an 
important factor in successful 
observation. The student must 
note every strange sound and 
establish its cause, must mark 
every motion and take co. ni- 
zance .‘of its causes Bird 
calls are particularly import- 
ant. Many of the bird calls 
are peculiar to the specics 
and when once fixed in mind 
serve to identify the bird. 
The expert evinces no hesita- 
tion in establishing identity 
merely by sound. One diffi- 
culty is thet many birds are 
ventriloquists. Their voices 
are very difficult to trace to 
their sources. With certain 
specics concealed in leafy 
trees it is a well-nigh im- 
possible task. 

The bird student should ne- 
ver leave his notebook or pen- 
cil at home. They are his 
tools. When one has observed 
a thing and then has immedi- 
ately written it dovn, that 
fact will cling te the memory 
and will possess the addition- 
al merit of being accurate.

The flicker has more than for- 
ty common names in different 
localities.

Uniformity of names is so 
obviously @ practical con- 
venience that ornithologists 
try to simplify and stabilize

education of the -small boys 
who perpetrate these anti=- 
social misdemeanors, as the 
writer goes on to point out: 
“Laws prohibiting the use. of 
flippers will avail nothihg. in 
our rural communities, first 
on account of the scarcity of 
enforcement officers, and the 
well known fact that officers 
will not arrest boys for what 
is considered a trifling of- 
fensee I do think however 
that excellent r¢swlte eould 
(con*inued next. ed.umF

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be obtained through educating 
these boys as to the value of 
these birds to the farmer, and 
appealing to their better in- 
-Stincts through their teachers 
in rural schools. This may be 
done so far as I know. But if 
it is, it is done in a hap- 
hazerd fashion and the rural 
teacher has not been properly 
impressed ‘7ith the seriousness 
of what birds actually mean to 
the nation as a whole." 

No one will believe that 
boys, if directed into the 
proper channels of bird appre- 
ciation, would prefer to kill 
birds ‘with a flipper rather 
then build bird houses, for 
instance, or feed the birds 
or make private studies of 
birds. - 

If boys are taught the love 
of birds, that will not pre- 
vent them from having all the 
sport with their slingshots 
that they want. The English 
Sparrow we have always with us 
and the Starling is recently 
becoming a nuisance. If they 
prefer bigger game, let them 
try their skill on crows. I 
venture to say that the boy 
Who succeeds in killing a crow 
with a flipper will have to 
combine a rare degree of skill 
with considerable luck.-reaede 


WILD DUCK MIGRATION 


Ducks fly along four major 
trails. they are the Atlantic 
Mississippi, the Central, an 
the Pacific skywayse 

A wild duck keeps to the 
trail of its ancestors no 
matter what difficuities it 
meets with. Therefore if 
ducks: are hunted in.a parti- 
cular skyway in both spring 
and fall, the chances are that 
that particular. trail will 
soon reach an exhaustion point 
from which it regains its 
strength with difficulty. The 


. sportsmen of one trail control
